I've sent him an email, but not response so far. 


The messages are easily recognized and deleted and my anti-virus 
s/w will keep me from executing them, but, like I said, it gets OLD! 


Anyone know how to stop it?

Hello Ed, 
Your going to get a huge variety of replies to this question, here's my .02 


For US and Canada, I send direct. 

If you really want a card back, send an SASE (Self Addressed Stamped 
Envelope) with your card. Remember postal rates in Canada are a bit higher 
than ours, and US stamps won't work from there. :-) 


As for DX, send 5 #10 SASE's to the ARRL Incoming Buro 

(http: //www.arrl.org/qsl/qslin.html) and keep a supply with them. When you 
work in contests (or just play around in them) you'll will almost always get 
a few. To use the out going ARRL Buro, you must be an ARRL member. Their 
website (http://www.arrl.org/qsl/qslout.html) has all the information you 
need. 


For sending directly to DX stations, first look them up on Buckmasters web 
page (http://www.arrl.org/qsl/qslout.html) many have Stateside managers, and 
you only need send them your card along with a SASE. 

Others ask for green stamps (US Dollars) or IRC's (info about that here 
http: //www.ac6v.com/irc.htm). Be careful sending money thru International 
mail, in some countries it's against their laws and you both could wind up 
in trouble. 


Remember, when working with any Buro, International mail is slow and it's 
not uncommon to wait a year or longer to get a card back. 


Also check with any clubs or organizations you belong to and see if they 
have a Buro. FISTS has a real nice one (http://www.fists.org/buro.html). 


There will be many more tips coming your way, write them all down and review 
them!

There have been only 18 tornados of any size in all of Utah since 1950 .... 


as far as I can tell there has never been one in my town. 


Manti is in a valley about 7 miles wide at 6000 feet elevation. There are 
mountains as high as 11,000 feet on the East and 9,500 feet on the West. 
The town is about a mile square, population 3,000. It is nestled right up 
against the east mountains. An unlikely place for a tornado! 


The tornado was an F3. It touched down near a hardware store about 300 
yards from my home. Six homes were totally destroyed and 61 were damaged. A 
small park about 200 yards from my home lost six large trees. 


I was at the hospital doing emergency room duty. We immediately alerted our 
back-up nursing staff, but amazingly not one injury was reported. Most of 
the townsfolk were at church (it was Sunday afternoon) and the tornado 
missed it entirely. 


My property suffered no damage at all. The antennas are all standing and 
the rigs still work. 


Again, thanks to those who inquired and expressed concern.

Steve gave you an excellent reference (the FIST manual). Another good 
one is DOE handbook 1084 (file size approx. 610KB): 
http://tis.eh.doe.gov/techstds/standard/hdbk1084/hdbk1084.pdf . Table 1 
on page 19 discusses S.G. for different types of batteries. 


The spread in your numbers is not out of line for a used battery. 
What's more important is how it's changed over time. If the original 
S.G. was around 1.22, your readings are normal. But if it's supposed to 
be 1.25 or more, then the battery either isn't fully charged, or may be 
nearing the end of its useful life.

I've just built a simple crystal parameter checker. It's basically two BNC 
connectors, two 6 dB 50 ohm pads, a socket for the crystal and a DPDT switch 
to switch between the crystal and a 100 ohm multi-turn trimmer. With a 
signal generator on the input port and a scope on the output, I can measure 
fs, fp, the 3 dB points, the attenuation at fs and the equivalent series 
resistance fairly easily. An RF voltmeter or sensitive power meter would be 
better than the scope. The tester may therefore be used for both OH8RO' s 
CaxTal method and W7ZOI's technique (I think) for calculating the 
parameters. Co has little effect on ladder filter response according to the 
simulations I've performed (the crystals are series-resonant), and may be 
neglected. It could be measured with a suitable capacitance tester, of 
course, and/or calculated from the other readings. 


Could someone let me have W7ZOI's formula, from his QST article in May, 
1982? 


I'll be adding details of this gadget, and a PCB design, to my web site over 
the next day or two.
